12, 1892.—Sir: I congratulate 
peenag ee A existing between the United States 
and Italy, srowiug out of the lamentable mas- 
sacre at New Orleans in March of last year, 
is about to be terminated. The president, 
feeling that for such an injury there should 
be ample indemnity instructs me to tender 
you 125,000 franes. The Italian government 
will distribute this sum among the families 
of the victims. While the injury was not in- 
flicted directly by the United States the pres- 
ident nevertheless feels that it is the sol- 
emn duty, as well as the great pleasure of

ijudemnity. 

Moreover, the president's instructions carry 
with them the hope that the transaction of 
today may efface all memory of the unhappy 
tragedy; that the old and friendly relations 
of the United States and Italy may be re- 
stored, and that nothing untoward may ever. 
again occur to disturb their hamonious 
friendship. 

I avail myself of this occasion to assure you 
that your prolonged service at this capital 
as charge d'affaires has been marked 
by every quality that renders you ac- 
ceptable to the government of the United 
States, and to renew to you the assurance 
of my high consideration.

The Offer Accepted. 

His Excellency, James G. Blaine, Secretary 
Secretary of Siate: You were pleased to in- 
form me by your note of today that the fed- 
eral government had decided to pay to Italy 
by way of indemnity, the sum of 125,000 
francs, to be distributed by the Italian gov- 
ernluent among the families ef royal subjects 
who were victims of the massacre which took 
— March 14, 1891, in the city of New Or- 
eans. Your excellency also expressed the 
hope that the decision reached by the presi- 
dent would put an end to the unfortunate in- 
cident to which the deplorable occurrence 
gave rise, and that friendly relations between 
— Sieg countries would firmly estab- 
Sued. 

After having taken note, with much _pleas- 
ure, of the language used by the president in 
his message of December last, and after hav- 
ing fully appreciated the words of regret and 
censure, uttered with so much authority by 
the chief magistrate of the repubitc, anu like- 
wise the recommendations to congress that 
were suggested to his lofty wisdom by the un- 
happy incident, the government of his majesty 
is now glad to learn that the United States 
acknowledge that it js their solemn duty, and 
at the same time great pleasure, to pay an 
indemnity to Italy. The king’s government 
does not hesitate to accept this indemnit 
without prejudice to the judicial steps which 
it may be proper for the parties to take, and, 
considering the redress obtained sufficient, it 
sees no reason why the relations between the 
two governments, which relations should 
faithfully refiect sentiments of the reciprocal 
esteem and sympatny that animate the two 
nations, should not again become intimate, 
cordial and friendly, as they have tradition- 
ally been in the past, and as it is to be hoped 
they will ever be in the future. 

In bringing the foregoing to your know!l- 
edge, in virtue of authorization given me by 
his excellency, the Marquis Di Rudini, presi- 
dent of the council, minister of foreign affairs, 
in the name of the government of his majesty.

It appears that the governmen the 
United States has voluntarily taken iro ~~ 
tiative in closing the breach and wit 1out 
committing itself to the recognition of any 
claim of indemnity, but simply as an ee @ 
justice from motives of comity, has aor nt 
in the hands of Marquis Imperiali $25, ' 
for distribution among the heirs of the three 
Italians who were killed at New Orleans, 
who were found to be subjects of the — 
government. It is understood that the 
money was taken from the annual appro- 
priation of $80,000 to enable the president 
to provide for unforseen emergencies in the 
diplomatic and consular service, 50 that it 
will be unnecessary to call upon congress 
for a specific appropriation. By this ac- 
tion on the part of the United States goy- 
ernment the disagreeable implications 1n 
the relations of the two governments, it is 
believed, have been removed and within a 
short time diplomatic relations between 
them will be restored to the aim cable sia- 
tus existing before the New Orleans _trag- 
edy, Minister Porter returning to Rome 
and the minister from Italy taking up his 
residence at Washington. 


THE FLOODED DISTRICT. 


Over Fifty Persons Drowned and Thou- 
sands Rendere:! Homeless. 


Jackson, Miss., April 14.—The lowest 
estimate placed on the loss of life in the 
flooded district is fifty, all of whom are 
negroes. Most of the damage is in the vi- 
cinity of Columbus, which is on the bank 
of the ‘Tombigbee, but more than three 
thousand families in the counties of 
Lowndes, Monroe and Noxubee are re- 
ported homeless and. suffering for tbe nec- 
essaries of life, which are being supplied 
now by private’ subscriptions. A similar 
overflow occurred in 1874, but the waters 
are now even higher than then, and suf- 
fering is bound to follow unless cougress 
heeds the appeal for assistance. 


HAILSTORM IN SOUTH GAROLINA. 


Hogs and Fowls Killed by the Large 
Stones. 


Columbia, 8S. C., April 14.—(Special.)— 
The town of Bennettsville was visited at 
4 o'clock this afternoon by the most ter- 
rific hailstorm that has ever been known 
in this state. The clouds came from the 
northwest and were ferocious in appearance. 
The hail stones were two inches in diame- 
ter, and fell to the depth of six inches. 
Birds, chickens and hogs were killed, and 
many glasses were broken. Men and 
horses were knocked down. Vegetables 
and cotton were completely cut down and 
incalculable injury is reported from the 
country. 


SEVERE SNOWSTORMS 


Raging in Minnesota and Iowa—Wires Ali 
Down. 


St. Paul, April 14.—Dispatches this morning 
from a points in Minnesota say a furious 
snowstorm is raging and the weather is grow- 
ing colder. 

The storm which has been raging at Boone, 
Ia., for sonve time has so increased in fury as 
to be now a fearful blizzard. All telegraph 
and telephone wires are down and all busi- 
hess suspended. 
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News from Brazil. 


Rio Janeiro, April 14.—The state of siege 
has been raised. ‘The official announcement 
says that the city is tranquil. It adds that 
the leyalty of the army enabled the authorities 
to frustrate the attempts made by malcon- 
tents to disturb the peace. The movement 
in Matto Grosso to declare that state inde- 
pendent of the federal government was the 
outcome of the organized plot, but the affair 
was of no importance as the state is not able 
to uphold the rebellion. ‘The whole country 
is tranquil. The energetic action of the gov- 
ernment has given general satisfaction. 


Lumber Prices Advanced. 


St. Louis, April 14.—The directors of the 
Southern Lumber Manufacturers’ Association 
have raised the price of yellow pine lumber 
50 cents a thousand. This change is to take 
effect on May ist, The directors assert that 
the association is not trying to control the 
output of yellow pine lumber, but is simply 
secking to maintain prices at a paying figure. 
The directors decided to meet in Memphis 
on May 4th, and to further consider the con- 
dition of the trade.

New York, April 14.—The Richmond Termi- 
nal committee this afternoon decided to allow 
deposits of securities until Tuesday next under 
the same conditions as those prevailing up to 
today.

Is the Speaker of the Federal House of 
Representatives, 


NOT A MOMENT HE CAN CLAIM 


In Which the Public Is Not Mak- 
ing Demands Upon Him. 


THE STATE OF PUBLIC BUSINESS. 


Colonel Kilgore’s Reputation as an Objec- 
tor~The Proposed Purchase of 
Confederate Records, 


Washington, April 14.—(Special.)— 
While the honor of being speaker of the 
house of representatives is the third 
greatest under the government of the 
United States the duties of the speaker 
are perhaps more onerous than those of 
any other official of the government. 

Speaker Crisp is perhaps the busiest 
man in America. He has hardly a moment 
of time day or night that he can call his 
own. In the first place he receives several 
hundred letters daily, answers to all of 
which have to be dictated to a stenogra- 
pher and many of which he has to ans- 
wer himself. And before he leaves his 
hotel in the morning there are always 
several callers to ask favors of some kind. 
When he reaches the capitol his room is 
usually filled with members who want 
recognition to pass some Dill by unani- 
mous consent or else asaing to be recog- 
nized in some way. In the evenings at 
his hotel it is the same way. There is a 
constant stream of callers at all times. 

There is no red tape about him. Every- 
body who calls sees him. He only draws 
the line on the professional cranks who 
infest the capitol and even many of these 
manage to get into his room. 

The most amusing portion of the speak- 
er’s mail are the letters from cranks, It 
would seem that this country is a great 
mass of parliamentary cranks. Not a day 
passes that he does not receive a batch of 
letters fron» men noting some ruling he 
has made and suggesting what he should 
have done under the circumstances. Oth- 
ers write telling him that perhaps certain 
points of order will be raised at some 
time during the session and advising him 
how to rule when they come up. At first 
he read some of these letters but now 
they come in such numbers that his pri- 
vate secretary throws them into the 
waste basket. 

Several of these parliamentary cranks 
write from twenty to thirty pages of 
large paper in each of their letters. If he 
read them all he would be unable to do 
any other business. 

Then there are letters from religious 
cranks and, indeed, from every imagin- 
able kind and quality of the crank pro- 
fession. 

The Business of the House. 

Not in a score of years has the business 
of a national house of representatives 
been so far advanced at this stage of the 
session as that of the present house. 

Already the tariff bills and half of the 
appropriation bills have been passed and 
sent to the senate. There remains but 
five more appropriation bills to be put 
through the house. Then it.will be ready 
to adjourn. The house could easily ad- 
journ by the first of June were the sen- 
ate ready. The senate will make a long 
fight on nearly every one of the apropri- 
ation bills to increase the amount, and 
the objections that will be raised on the 
part of the house will perhaps prolong 
the session until the first of July, but 
every indication now is that all the mem- 
bers will be able to make Fourth of July 
speeches at their respective homes. 


Kilgore as an Objector. , 
While Colonel Kilgore, of Texas, bears 
the name of “the great objector’ and is 
very stingy with the people’s money he 
is liberal with his own. He objected the 
other day to an appropriation of $50,000 
asked by Mr. Allen, of Mississippi, for the 
sufferers from the floods in Mississippi, 
and thereby killed the bill. But immedi- 
ately he went to Mr. Allen’s desk and 
handed him $25 stating that while he did 
not think it proper or constitutional to 
appropriate the government's money for 
such a purpose, still he thought the suf- 
ferers deserved relief, and he was willing 
to contribute from his own pocket. 
About Confederate Records. 


~The postmaster general has refused to 
endorse the purchase of the so-called con- 
federate records, containing alleged entries 
of sums paid southern mail contractors. He 
was not quite satisfied that such purchase 
at the price asked, $10,000, was advisable, 
or that the purchase should be authorized 
by the postoffice department rather than 
by another department of the government. 
‘There seemed to be no positive proof that 
the sums set down in the books were ac- 
tually disbursed by the confederate post- 
office department, or that they were paid 
to the persons against whose names they 
appear. ‘There was nothing in the entries 
to identify the routes to which 
the alleged payments relate, or 
the period of service which they 
covered, and it is not demonstrated 
that the courts would admit the books in 
eyidence, or that they would operate as 
a complete defense in a suit brought avuaiust 
the United States on a contract for car- 
rying the mails. It also appeared that 
this purchase was oue that concerned the 
treasury department, which must finally 
pass upon all claims for mail service, and 
it was suggested that the claims being in 
the office of the sixth auditor and outside 
of the jurisdiction of the postoffice depart- 
ment, if it were the wish of congress that 
the confederate records be bought the pur- 
chase money had better be paid from a 
general appropriation rather than out of 
the postal revenues, and that it would be 
perhaps better to charge the treasury de- 
partment with the duty of purchasing them, 
because it would be the action of that de 
partment, if of any, that might be governed 
by the possession of the records sought to 
be sold.

cipe, a suggestion, a word of advice is 
worth the subscription price of a dozen pa- 
pers for a year, to say nothing of the gen- 
eral advantages obtained in being kept 
posted in regard to the markets of the 
world, and the moral influence a good news- 
paper has over a household.”

WYOMING'S SIX VOTES FOR HILL. 


Governor Boyd Controls the Ne- 
braska Convention, 


ITS DELEGATION. 


AND HEADS 


The Cleveland People Defeated in Their 
Wish to Secure the Vote of 
That State. 


Douglas, Wyo., April 14.—(Special.)— 
The six votes of the state of Wyoming 
will be cast for David B. Hill in the 
Chicago convention. . 

This is because the democrats of the 
state believe that he is the only man who 
can win in the coming fight. 

The convention met here yesterday and 
proceeded at once to consider the business 
before it. 

The friends of Grover Cleveland were 
very anxious to have the delegation in- 
structed for him, but it soon developed 
that the sentiment. of the convention #yas 
for Hill So pronounced was the fact that 
the field was given up to Hill, and the 
delegation, while uninstructed, will vote 
that way in the convention. 

* Nebraska’s Democrats. 

Omaha, Neb., April 14.—The fight be- 
tween the Boyd and Martin factions in the 
democratic state convention continned all 
night before the committee on credentials 
and the convention, which had 
adjourned until 9 o'clock, was 
kept waiting all the morning 
before the failure of the credentials com- 
mittee to report. At 11:45 o’clock Chair- 
man Patty called the convention 1o order 
and the committee on credentials reported 
—in favor of seating the Boyd delegations 
from Douglas, Cheyenne, Cumming and 
Hitchcock counties. 

The motion to adopt the committee report 
was amended to seat Martin delegates and 
then a final struggle for supremacy began. 
The Boyd faction came olf victorious by 
a vote of 300 to 97, 

A resolution endorsing Cleveland and in- 
structing the delegates to the national con- 
vention to vote for him was presented. : An 
amendment was made eliminating the in- 
struction of the delegation and the resolu- 
tion was then passed. 

A committee resolutions was then appoint- 
ed and recess taken. Delegates from the 
vurious congressional districts held cau- 
cuses and selected the following delegates 
t. the Chicago convention: Robert Clegg, 
N. S. Harwood, John Creighton, Charles 
Ogden, N. P. Latta, Matthew L. H. 
Hale, Matthew Miller, C. IX. Cook, R. A. 
Hatty> A... H. -Speerman, J... Grocker 
and D. H. Dahlman. A majority of these 
delegates are Boyd men and are against 
instructing for Cleveland. 

Upon reconvening at 3:15 this afternoon, 
the convention retired nomination for del- 
egates made by congressional districts and 
then proceeded,to the selection of delegates 
at large. Governor Boyd was selected to 
head the delegation by practially a unani- 
mous vote. ‘Lhe other delegates chosen 
were Tobias Caster, Judge W. H. Thomp- 
son and Milton Doolittle. The committee 
on resolutions then reported the following 
platform: 

We declare our steadfast adherence to the 
declarations and principles laid down in the 
national democratic platform of 1884 and in 
that sterling message to congress by that 
fearless democrat, Grover Cleveland, in which 
this nation was aroused as never before to 
a sense of the great injustice to the American 
people by the high protection war tariff laid 
upon them. We denounce that most infamous 
law known as the McKinley bill. Recogniz- 
ing the lofty patriotism of soldiers and sail- 
ors, the democratic pasty of Nebraska is in 
favor of liberal pensions to disabled veterans 
and their dependent widows and orphans. 
We favor the regulation of railroads and rail- 
road rates by the state and invite all who are 
in sympathy with the foregoing platform to 
join us in electing a democratic president. 

Upon the conclusion of reading, Congress- 
man Bryan offered a resolution favoring 
the free coinage of silver. Immediately 
there was an uproar in the convention, 
which had been unusually quiet during the 
afternoon session. Congressman Bryan 
spoke in favor of his resolution, declaring 
it to be good democratic doctrine and one 
of the planks of the platform on which 
Governor Boyd was elected. He was sup- 
ported by delegates from the western part 
of the state, where the independents are 
strongest, but other prominent leaders. of 
the party were against him. After a_ hot 
debate, lasting three hours, the roll was 
ecalled.. The silver men, believing they 
were victorious, raised a great shout. 
When Chairman Beatty announced the 
defeat of the resolution, by 229 to 247, 
pandemonium broke loose. The silver 
men made a rush for the stage and, mouwnt- 
ing the reporters’ table, they shrieked that 
they were beat by fraud. 
struggling on the platform at one time, 
but finally quiet was _ restored and the 
result of the vote as announced was veri- 
fied. After the selection of alternates to 
the national convention, the convention ad- 
journed.

DR. PIERCE TALKS. 


A Physician Who Practices Among the Ex- 
position Mill Operatives Says a Word. 


“T wish to say a word in reference to the re- 
destitution at the exposition mills, 

said Dr. G. Y. Pierce yesterday. ‘“‘I am the 
physician of a large number of the families 
who live at and work in the mills, and have 
every opportunity to know the condition of 
the families in the so-called poverty stricken 
district. So far as want of proper medical at- 
tention is concerned. I feel that in self-defense 
I should say a word. For two years my prac 
tice has been largely among these operatives, 
and itis both my duty and my pleasure to 
render prompt aid in all cases. It is a custom 
among the employes to form physician lists, 
and a large number of the families are ou my 
list. Each oneon the list pays 25 cents 8 
month for medical attention, this amount be 
ing deducted, by their consent, from theit 
salaries. Every one paying this sum is en 
titled to all the medical attention and 
cine required, even in protrac sick- 
ness, and I wish to say that any te 
ported lack of medical attention is a misrep- 
resentation.” 

“It is true that there has been an epidemié 
of measles lately, and the sanitary arrang® 
ments in this quarter are noti as perfect as iD 
the heart of the city. But they are as good as 
can be expected. and not worse than in othes 
manufacturing districts. A few deaths have 
occurred, but all reports about bodies lying um 
buried are false.” i 

‘I am a graduate of the Southern Medical

have worked among these people for twe 
years. I have given them my time and atten- 
tion; and shall continue to do so, and knowin 
them as Ido, I wish to correct, so far as 
can, these reports which these people feel re 
flect upon them.”

But still 
the building when finished will be decid- 
edly more pleasing and captivating than 
all the pictures which have been made. 

The Baptists of Atlanta made an effort 
yesterday to secure the entire warehouse 
for the Baptist convention which meets 
here in a few weeks. Major M. C. Kiser, 
Dr. Hawthorne, Dr. Tichenor and Dr. 
J. W. Jones visited the building yester- 
day to inspect it, and after ascertaining 
that a portion of the building was torn 
away they called upon Mr. Woodward, 
chairman of the committee on public 
buildings and grounds. 

To Mr. Woodward the committee stated 
that the building was needed for the con- 
vention, but that if the portion the city 
had bought was torn away the place 
would be ruined for the assembly. 

“Now, can’t you postpone your work 
until after the convention?” they asked.

LONG AFTER MIDNIGHT THEY STAYED, 


And All the Time They Howled and 
Fought—A Kepresentative Gather- 
ing of Georgia Republicans. 


The republicans of Georgia had _ their 
quadriennial fight yesterday, and the hall 
of the house of representatives was the 


scene of it. 

This was the usual disgraceful fight for 
delegates to the republican national con- 
vention, 

It was a gathering of the representatives 
of the party. The colored brother was there 
by a large majority, and, it is needless to 
say, he ran things. 

Far into the night they fought, and 
fought on. The day had been wasted in 
the preliminary work. The fight was now 
on the permanent oflicers. Midnight came, 
and no decision. Still they stayed and 
wrangled. 

As The Constitution goes to press they are 
still fighting over the permanent chairman. 
It looks as if Colonel Locke will win, but 
that is by no means certain. 

The Convention to Meet. 
convention met yesterday 
morning at 12 —s o'clock for the 
election of delegates from the state 
at large to the national convention. 

Judson W. Lyons, of Richmond county, 
whs called to the chair as temporary chair- 
man and he of course made an address. 
Smith Easley and M. B. Morton were ap- 
pointed temporary secretaries. 

There was a large amount of confusion. 
Everybody wanted the floor at once. They 
not only wanted it but they took it, and the 
greatest confusion prevailed. 

After about two hours of wrangling a 
committee on credentials: was appointed 
and retired to report at 3 o’clock. When 
that time came there was no committee; 
but the crowd was ther and impatient. The 
committee did not come in until about 4:30 
o’clock and in the meantime the crowd eall- 
ed upon several prominent members for 
speeches. Pledger was the first aud talk- 
ed in his usual strain. 

Professor Wright, of the colored college 
in Augusta, was the next speaker. His 
address was the only sensible thing during 
the whole meeting. Wright said he was in 
favor of the negro having his right, but he 
must go about it with discrimination and 
not hope to gain anything by rabid 
speeches and dishonesty. He said he was 
in favor of brain ruling, no matter if they 
were democrats, but he wanted the young 
men, black and white, to devote themselves 
to learning. : 

Other speeches were made and an enor- 
mous amount of shouting was done. After 
the tirades were growing tiresome and the 
crowd impatient, the committee returned 
and made its report. 


Then There Was Fun. 


Then the fun waxed warm. Every dele- 
gate jumped to his feet, every one in the 
hall was howling and aperfect pandemo- 
nium reigned. It looked like a fight was 
brewing and some old darky hollered out 
to “Get your razors, boys.” The cause 
of it all was a misunderstanding concerning 
the delegate from Tattnall county. 

That was settled, however, after the 
chairman had worn out three walking 
sticks calling order, and again in a few 
minutes the racket grew fast and furious 
indeed. 


The 


Fighting for Chairman. 


Both R. D. Locke and J. W. Lyons were 
nominated for permanent chairman and 
the house was about equally divided. Ev- 
ery negro who got up to vote wanted to 
make a speech—and they all got up at 
once. When a delegate endeavored to 
speak for Locke the Lyons crowd howled 
with such vigor for their man that the 
speaker’s voice was lost in the tumult and 
the only thing to indicate that he was 
speaking would be his wind mill gestures 
and the open cavity in the face. 

DeVeaux then took the chair and tried to 
proceed with the election, but the trouble 
came again. Everybody wanted to make 
a speech; words cannot describe the confu- 
sion. Somebody had hotght a supply of 
lozenges - for e throat and these were 
probably responsible for the vigorous revi- 
val in howling which followed immediately. 
One of the funniest features was that every 
one got up to speak in the interest of peace 
and harmony. 

One gang wanted the election one way, 
one another; but it was finally decided to 
call the roll of counties and let the member 
or members call out their votes. The 
counties were entitled to from one to six 
votes and some of the voting was done by 
proxies. 

The Lyons crowd would challenge near- 
ly every vote cast for Locke and vice 
versa. Then matters got worse than they 
had ever been. Their blood was heated by 
oratory amd Decatur street whisky and hot 
words were frequent. The lie was passed 
several times and fights seemed inevitable 
every moment, but there were none, but 
wars of words. 

At one time the chairman came near be- 

ing mobbed. He allowed one man to vote 
for two counties and in three minutes af- 
terward ruled that another one could not 
do it, though he had exactly the same prox- 
les as the first. The talking was fast and 
furious. Everybody who didn’t agree with 
him made a break for the stand and cries 
of Shame! shame,” “fair play,” “you 
cant work your dirty little games on us,” 
and much more violent expressions were 
fired at him from all parts of the 
hall. From that moment each 
side distrusted the other and every vote 
was challenged and squabbled over. 
_ The white men were greatly in the minor- 
ity and those who didn’t sneak out locked 
pretty sheepish at the way their black 
brothers were making fools of themselves 
One white republican was heard to remark 
tnat he was “going back home and be a 
democrat and quit associating with those 
d—n, stinking, ignorant niggers.” Profan- 
ity Was sprinkled in many of the speaker's 
remarks and the whole meeting was like 
that of a set of barbarians. 


Figures Sometimes Lie. 


The election of permanent chairman final- 
ly came to an end—or rather a standstill. 
All the members had voted and nothing re- 
mained but to count the votes. But there’s 
where the trouble came in. There were 
two official counters and they differed. 
Morton’s tally sheet stood, Locke, 156 1-2; 
and Lyons, 158 1-2; Malone’s sheet stood, 
Locke, 154 1-2; and Lyons 151 1-2. 

Neither one

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The Main Building of Clark University 
Totally Destroyed. 


CHRISTMAN HALL GONE TO SMOKE 


A Defective Fiue Sets a Spark to the 
Hoof—Fanned by the Brisk Winds It 
Did Disastrous W ork. 


Clark university had a fifty-thousand-dol- 


lar fire last night. 

At 8 o'clock a small blaze was discover- 
ed by some of the negro students of Clark 
university playing upon the western cor- 
ner of the roof of Christman hall, the main 
building of the university. 

Immediately an effort was made to ex- 
tinguish the flame, which at that time was 
small and just peeping from a crack on 
the roof. The building is three stories 
high and before the men could reach the 
third floor and burst the thick door of the 
garret to get at the flames, fanned by the 
driving winds from the west, they had 
swept along the roof. 

Then the city fire department was has- 
tily telephoned for. 

Powerless to check the flames crowds of 
professors and students—male and female— 
gathered and turned their attention to the 
work of saving furniture and property in 
the building.- Located high upon a hill, 
the tall building, crowned with flames, soon 
lighted the whole country around and men, 
women and children flocked to the scene 
facing a cold driving wind from the west. 

A worse night for a fire could kardély be 
imagined. The hard winds cum;etely off- 
set all efforts of the few firemen who play- 
ed upon the pun }rg. 

And that, ceml.i ed with the distance of 
the building from the city liniits, allowed 


the flames full sway. 
Fifty Thousand Gone. 


The loss of $50,000 makes the biggest con- 
flagration in or about Atlanta since the 
burning of the Jackson building. 

And with it goes the best known colored 
college building in the state. , 

Dr. Davidson, a divine of Cincinnati, 
was addressing a class in the lecture room 
on the third floor when the smell of smoke 
was detected. 

Then clouds of jit began to burst into 
the hall, almost oc€asioning a panic. 

About 8:30 o’clock the men from No. 2 
engine house arrived. They soon saw that 
they were perfectly powerless. The entire 
upper portion of the building was then al- 
most a mass of. flames, and the interior of 
the building was burning like straw. 

The firemen us¢d the water plug that was 
near the place and, assisted by the volun- 
teer department of the school, went to work 
nopisé to save a part of the building at 
east. 

The other companies from the city re- 
sponded, but turned back wnen the fire was 
seen to be a considerable distance from the 
limits. 

kiad they gone their trip would have been 
useless. ‘The water supply was very weak 
and but one stream—and that not a heavy 
one—was poured upon the building. 

To the Lower Floors, 


Gradually the fire crept in its path to the 
lower floors, destroying everything in its 
way. By 9:30 o’clock the university was 
practically destroyed. 

The upper floors were completely consumed 
and nothing but the walls remained about 
them, Below, flames harted from every win- 
dcw and, blown about by the flerce wind, 
seemed to mock the firemen, who were con- 
tinually driven back by the heat and flying 
embers. 

The school was not surrounded by any 
buildings and that was one and the only 
cuuse for a feeling of safety. The woods 
round about presented groups of shivering 
people gazing at the scene. 

They saw the fire get lighter and lighter; 
the same powerless stream was still playing 
through some windows; the blackened walls 
grew darker, and the few remaining burning 
pieces fell tathe ground. 

By midnight nothing but some glowing em- 
bers remained of the former large and costly 
college hall. But four hours was needed to 
level it to the ground.

CHICAGO, Aprilis.—Starved to death would have 
been the verdic: of a coroner’s jury on the Chicago 
wheat market today. There was no local support, and 
prices and g@tside buying orders were wholly lacking. 
Corn, oa*s, pork, lard and ribs all suffered. A break 
of nesriy 2c in wheat was scored, and the closing to- 
night, compared with 24 hours previous, shows a net 
loss of aboutl'gc. While the opening sales were at 
nearly the closing figures of last night, the market be- 
trayed much weakness right from the start, anda de- 
cline of about 1c soon resulted. Trade was dull and 
business very narrow, being confined chiefly to profes- 
sional talent and room traders. May opened at $1K4@ 
81% c, but ruled heavy and soon went to Suc. There 
was then a stiff rally to 8l‘y%c, but it soon started on 
the down grade again, touched 80'\4c, rallied some and 
at 12 o’clock was 80'.c. During the last hour there was 
some rally on a general disposition of the shorts td 
cover in view of the holiday. The fact that Paris came 
in a shade higher also helped some. May, after sell- 
ing to 804,¢c sparingly, reacted to 80% c, and at the close 
was steady at 80% c.

Finds Himself. 


SAID TO BE A CINCINNATI MILLIONAIRE, 


And Known Jo Be a Civil Engineer and 
Contractor—He Boarded at the 
Kimball House. 


Madison Garretson, a Scotchman,  fif- 
ty-eight years of age, has lived in Cincin- 
nati nearly all his life. 

Hle never married but lived with his 
mother, caring for her and working in his 
humble way for a maintenance for 
her and himself. The Scotch youth 
learned the trade of a civil en- 
gineer when young and became quite pro- 
ficient with the pencil and the engineer's 
compass. Later he branched out as a rail- 
road contractor, getting contracts to do 
grading, he himself doing the engineering. 
Ile never made any money to count, how- 
ever, although he says he worked hard and 
economized. But that’s Mr. Garretson’s 
story told in his honest, Scotch manner, 
be it said. 

He Comes to Atlanta. 

About six weeks ago Madison Garretson 
decided to change the scene of his business 
operations. He did not thrive as he liked 
in Cincinnati and decided to come to At- 
lanta and see if he could not become more 
successful in the rapidly developing south- 
land. 

Hie came to Atlanta and stopped at the 
Kimball. It was said that Mr. Garretson 
was a big western contractor, and he was 
given good quarters and treated with the 
greatest deference. 

Krequenters of the Kimball house lobby 
will, easily remember having seen the jolly 
face of the Scotch contractor, as he moved 
about among the people. 

He was a unique character and one that 
would attract attention anywhere. People 
who didn’t know him reached the conclu- 
sion from the general appearance of the 
man that he was a prosperous farmer from 
the northwest. The clerks and boarders 
at the Kimbell house knew  better—Mr. 
Garretson was a big contractor from Cin- 
cinnatl. 

Garretson had every appearance of an 
easy-going, happy-go-lucky, hale fellow 
well met, prosperous farmer, retired from 
business. He wore a big fur cap, a big blue 
coat and striped pantaloons. A queer 
looking fellow but just as jolly as could 
be. True he spent most of his time about 
the IXimball house lobby, now and then 
dropping into the bar, but those who saw 
this thought it only the luxury of a pros- 
perous business man. 

Garretson was an_ enterprising fellow. 
Without capital, but with an abundance of 
nerve, he secured over sharp competition the 
contract for grading and building five miles 
of railroad track from Tallapoosa, Ga., to 
the headquarters of one of the big compa- 
nies at ‘Tallapoosa. 

The contract was a big one and meant a 
huge pile of money to Garretson. Proud of 
his success he came back to Atlanta to ar- 
range to begin the work on the new line 
that he was to build. 

Garretson had no money, nor did he have 
the outfit necessary to carry on_ the 
work successfully. It took nerve extra- 
ordinary to begin such a mammoth contract 
without money. But Garretson was a man 
of indomitable energy and after hard work 
he finally ran upon a contractor who was 
out of a job at the time and’ who had an 
outfit to sell. The man was N. M. Davis, 
an Atlanta contractor, and his outfit was 
a large one. Garretson finally succeeded 
in buying it on credit. He em- 
ployed Mr. Davis as foreman at a salary of 
125 per month. 

Two weeks ago the big outfit was loaded 
on the Georgia Pacific train and marked 
to Tallapoosa. Early one Monday morning 
Garretson and Mr. avis went out 
to ‘Tallapoosa to begin work. Gar- 
retson, with the same energy’ that had 
characterized all his transactions, had em- 
ployed 125 men to begin work. Everything 
was im readiness, the men were 
there, the outfit was -there, Garretson 
was there. But an unexpected obstacle 
arose. ; 

The company which was having the road 
graded had an outfit which it wanted to 
sell to Garretson. He was perfectly will- 
ing to buy, but he couldn’t comply wiih 
the company’s demand. It wanted cash 
and he didn’t have it. Garretson’ says 
that because he didn’t have the money to 
pay for the outfit the company wanted to 
sell him, the officials of the company re- 
fused to allow him to begin work, and in- 
formed him that he might consider his 
contract null and void. 
a bad pickle. He had the hands and outtit 
there for work.. He had no money to pay 
the freight on the outfit, and the road re- 
fused to release it. 

And Davis was mad. He wanted his 
outfit back or the money for it, one or the 
other. 

In the embarrassing dilemma into which 
he was thrown Garretson could do neither 
for him. He did not have the money to 
get the outfit out of the hands of the Tal- 
lapoosa agent of the Georgia Pacific to re- 
store it to the owner, although perfectly 
willing to do so. 

Mr. Davis emphatically told Mr. Garret- 
son that something must be done, or there 
would be trouble. Garretson, badly 
frightened, begged him to wait a few days 
and he would get the money to pay him. 
The poor Scotchman, feeling nis misfortune 
and distress sorely, came back to Atlanta. 
But there was no friend here to whom he 
could go for help. - In utter distress he 
wrote to his old mother in Cincinnati, 
begging her for God’s sake to do something 
for him. 

She wrote back in a doubtful sort of 
way. She wanted him to write her a full 
account of his’ trouble. He could not 
understand the letter. 

“She must have heard something bad— 
something I didn’t do,” he said in per- 
plexity. 

lie wrote to her again, and also wrote 
to a nephew, whom he thought would help 
him. To Mr. Davis, who pressed him for 
a settlement, he said that he would get the 
money the next day. That was the story 
every day. The money never came. The 
curious-looking old man hung around the 
postoffice at the Kimball! regularly waiting 
every mail for the letter that never 
came. 

Davis grew tired of the long waiting. 

Monday he told Garretson that he must 
get the money at once; he was tired of 
waiting. 

All the Scotchman could do was to wait. 
Tuesday the money did not come. 

On that day Mrs. N. M. Davis, the wife 
of the contractor, to whom the contractor’s 
outfit belonged, through her attorneys, 
Upshaw & Upshaw, sued out a bail 
trover action against Garretson for the re- 
covery of the outfit. 

The declaration and affidavit for bail 
were placed in the hands of Deputy Sheriff 
Donehoo, and he went in search of the 
Scotchman. 

He was found at the Kimball. He was 
completely unmanned at his arrest, and 
said he could do. nothing. The _  deputity 
sheriff took him to jail in default of bail, 
or his failure to produce the outfit. 

Garretson was given a cell upstairs, 
next to that of Steve Ryan, with old man 
Hathcock. He was very much dejected 
fand talked but little. He confidently said 
that he would “be out tomorrow.” 
was put in Tuesday and still remains in 
durance vile. 

His Mother Is Wealthy. 

It is said that Garretson’s mother is 
very wealthy and has furnished her er- 
ratic son with capital upon which to con- 
duct his operations. He has gone into man 
railroad ventures and has come out of a 
of them a loser. Garretson says his 
mother seems to have heard somethin 
about his operations and would not pond 
him the money to get out of this trouble.
